Boslon  during  the  past  two  weeks 
has  been  a  very  agreeable  and  a  very 
disagreeable  place.  On  the  one  hand 
we  have  had  Irving  and  the  two  opera 
troupes  and  the  multitudinous  attrac- 
tions which  ihe  stores  have  offered  t.i 
Chrislmas  purchasers.  On  the  other 
hand  we  have  had  a  succession  of 
snow  storms,  freezes,  rains,  thaws, 
snow  slides,  slush.et  ceter.i  which  have 
sadly  discommoded  us  in  our  search 
for  pleasure.  Those  who  pul  off  their 
Christmas  shopping  till  last  Monday, 
hoping  for  a  plL-as.int  d.iy  must  have 
been  in  a  very  agreeable  frame  of 
mind.  The  crowds  on  the  street  were 
Urge  to  impede  travel,  but  apparent- 
ly not  so  large  as  last  year,  On  the 
horse  cars  the  crowds  were  something 
terrible  as  the  hard  yoing  compelled 
the  horse  car  companies  to  run  their 
four  horse  time.  Apropos  ol 
this,  I  shall  iry  soon  lo  send  you  a 
letter  on  the  subject  of  hor.se  cars  and 
horse  car  ethics. 

Irving  has  been  wilh  its  and  gone, 
r  a  lime.  Criticisms  on  him  h.tvc 
nged  from  unqualified  censure  to 
unqualified  praise,  Judging  from  his 
performance  of  Hamlet,  in  which  1 
saw  him,  I  should  tat.-  htm  very  low 
indeed,  in  fact,  his  interpretation  of 
the  p  >rt  seemed  like  a  burlesque.  On 
in  April  1  hope  to  sec  him 
in  characters  which  will  better  show 
his  abilities.  But  if  Irving  was  disap- 
pointing, his  company  was  eminently 
utisfactory.  I  have  never  teen  a 
company  so  thoroughly  drilled  or  of 
such  general  merit.  What  was  panic 
ularh  it  lie-able  was  the  rich  sonorous 
qnaliiy  of  Ihe  actors'  voices.  Then 
again  every  llltle  detail  of  dress,  furttl- 
and  scenery  bore  evidence  of  the 
greatest  care.  Our  American  man- 
agers might  Ictrn  much  from  Irving  In 
this  particular. 

Afier  a  comparison  of  the  merits  of 
Iloplh  and  Irving,  we  are  called  to  dis- 
criminate between  the  excellencies  of 
Mapleson's  and  Abbey's  opera  com- 
panics.  At  the  Boslon  theatre 
Wednesday  evening  was  given  a  per- 
formance of  Faust  remarkable  for  the 
number  of  artists  represented  in  the 
cast.
